Part III DETAILED ACTION 

1. This action is responsive to communications: amendment filed on 2/25/02 to the 
application filed 8/26/96 which is a FWC of the application Ser. No. 08/155,656 filed 

1 1/22/93; prior art filed 3/1/99. 

2. In the amendment, claims 135 and 136 have been added. Accordingly, claims 124-136 
are pending in this case. Claims 124, 134-236 are independent claims. 

Priority 

3. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S. C. § 119, which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Drawings 

4. This application has been filed with informal drawings which are acceptable for 
examination purposes only. Formal drawings will be required when the application is allowed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the fu-st paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art 
to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set 
forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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6. Claims 124-136 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one 
skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and/or use the invention. 

As per claims 124-136, the newly added feature of "each of the vector data indicating a 
movement track of the outline point according to a change of a weight value within a 
corresponding weight value range, wherein the plurality of vector data and the corresponding 
weight value ranges are defmable independently for each oudine point (emphasis added)" is not 
described in the specification. 

Response to Amendment 

7. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 124-134 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
